The Russian recapture of Moz­ 
haisk, opposite Moscow, is a victory 
of m ajor im portance and one which 
may well expand into further great 
successes in the im m ediate future. 
Mozhaisk, which sits astride the 
Moscow-Smolensk railway, has b een 
the anchor for the center of the 
Nazi winter defense line. The G er­ 
m ans had fortified this key posi­ 
tion heavily and were depending on 
it mightily for their spring offen­ 
sive which would b e calculated to 
make an early capture of the So­ 
viet capital. 
W ith its fall, however, the whole 
G erm an center—hundreds of miles 
of fighting-line up and down the 
Moscow sector—presum ab ly will b e 
forced to 
pull 
b ack 
to a 
great 
depth in order to straighten the 
front. 
The position is one 
which 
cer­ 
tainly holds potential disaster for 
the Nazis, depending of course, on 
whether the Russians are ab le to 
tx Dlo it their capture of Mozhaisk 
b efore the G erm ans can retire. 


In the Pacific war theater, the 
extension of the Japanese attack 
on B urm a is most disquieting. If 
the enemy can gain control of B ur- I 
m a they would at once have gained 1

The nocturnal assault, suggesting 
anew the steadily wider operations 
01’ Admiral Thom as S. H art’s Far 
E astern command, was reported bj 
the navy departm ent in a 
com­ 
m unique last night which said th at 
Bulkeley "has been commended for 
executing his commission success­ 
fully." 
Bulkeley had eight 
seamen, as 
yet unidentified, in his crew, but 
the m atter-of-fact navy statem ent 
hardly hints a t the nerve-racking 
peril of their m ad dash. It reports 
merely th a t "this sm all boat car­ 
ried out its difficult task 
while 
under fire of m achine guns 
anc. 
three-inch shore batteries.” 
The greatest protection the men 
had was the speed of their power­ 
ful craft, whose 4,200 horsepower 
engine is capable of producing a 
maxim um of about 70 knots, or 84 
miles an hour.
